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Seven Indicted

The Adair County Grand Jury 
handed up indictments last week to 
seven individuals, charging a 
Columbia man with rape stemming 
from an incident last August. 

Jacob Stotts, 18, was charged with 
one count of second-degree rape for 
engaging in sexual intercourse with a 
female under the age of 14, and one 
count of intimidating a participant in 
the legal process. 

Other indictments handed up last 
Tuesday include: 

•Paul V. Stuchell, 45, of Columbia 
on one count of sexual abuse in the 
first degree. 

•Sherri L. Hadley, 50, of Columbia 
on one count of trafficking in a 
controlled substance, first degree, 
first offense, less than four grams of 
cocaine; one count possession of 
drug paraphernalia; and one count of 
being a persistent felony offender in 
the second degree. 

•Adraian B. Cobb, 18, of one count 
unlawful transaction with a minor in 
the third degree and one count of 
custodial interference. 

•Steven D. Handy, 44, of Columbia 
on one count of assault in the second 
degree. 

•Jack L. Yeach, Jr., 26, of 
Columbia on one count of assault in 
the second degree. 

•Harold E. Gilbert, 47, of 
Columbia on one count of theft by 
unlawful taking or disposition, $500 
or more but less than $10,000; one 
count burglary in the third degree; 
one count criminal mischief in the 
second degree; and one count of 
being a persistent felony offender in 
the first degree. 

An indictment does not imply guilt 
or innocence. It is only a formal 
charge.

Fiscal Court 
Appropriates 
Road Money

After several weeks of discussion and speculation as to how 
Adair County’s discretionary road money from the state would 
be spent, the matter was quietly resolved Friday evening at a 
special called meeting of the Adair Fiscal Court. 

The two roads that had already been inspected and approved 
by the Kentucky Transportation Cabinet—Piercy Road and 
Bennett Ridge Road—will retain their funding, which wasn’t a 
sure thing heading into the meeting, and the rest of the $385,000 
will be divided among the remaining five districts according to 
road mileage. Factoring in the expected costs of the Piercy and 
Bennett Ridge projects, an estimated $261,500 will be split up 
among the other districts. 

Most of the discussion centered on whether the remaining 
money would be divided evenly or by mileage, as no magistrate 
opposed leaving in the two roads that had already been 
inspected. 

“It’s just common sense that the more roads you’ve got the 
more it’s going to cost your district to maintain,” Sammy Baker 
said. Baker represents District 3, the second largest district in the

School Board 
Approves Budget

The Adair County School Board and Superintendent Alan 
Reed met for a brief special called session Tuesday morn¬ 
ing to approve the district’s budget for the 2014-2015 fiscal 
year. 

This year’s projected revenues and expenditures total just 
less than $28.4 million, similar to the prior year, when the 
district brought in essentially the same amount but spent 
only $25.7 million. 

“The salaries changed a bit; contingencies went down a 
bit,” Reed explained. “Otherwise it’s similar to what it has 
been.” 

Board member Mike Harris asked finance director Renae 
Smith if she approved of the proposed budget, and Smith 
affirmed that she did, saying only a few minor differences 
separate this budget and last year’s. Smith noted salaries 
and bond payment differences, as Reed did, and said the 
only other changes were in maintenance expenses and some 
changes as to which funds will pay for certain expenses. 
The example she referenced was that bus monitors would 
no longer be paid from the General Fund. 

All five members of the board were present and unani-

Three of my favorite things are sports, politics, and 
human decency. I follow the first two because I find 
them interesting and fun, and strive for the latter, 
because, well, everyone probably should. Those 
three, wholly separate and usually unrelated worlds 
collided this week when news broke that the Federal 
Communications Commission is considering levying 
fines on broadcasters and news anchors for using the 
Washington Redskins’ nickname. As a fan and alum 
of a school that uses the term Indians for its sports 
teams, this national issue has local implications. 

Blake Spires touched on this topic almost a year 
ago, referring to the NFL franchise as the 
Washington Racial Slurs, but the movement against 
the name has only gotten stronger over the past few 
months. First, the Redskins trademark was dropped. 
No one really understood what the repercussions of 
this would be at first, but that question was answered 
as obscenely as possible last week when South Park 
lampooned the franchise with a hilarious and foul 
episode that used the Redskins’ name and logo 
repeatedly, thoroughly mocking the franchise, its 
owner, and even the team’s players. 

Now it looks like the FCC is going to jump on 
board. I hope they do. I doubt anyone in government 
ever thought it would get to this point. The court of 
public opinion rules supreme when it comes to a big 
business like the NFL, just as much as actual laws 
and regulations, and maybe more so, but for some 
reason, public opinion has not swayed Redskins’ bil¬ 
lionaire owner Dan Snyder into being a decent 
human being. He’s stubbornly refused to change his 
team’s name even though the most remarkable thing 
about the name at this point is how reviled and 
offensive people think it is. 

It makes no sense to keep the name, whether 
Snyder thinks the name is offensive or not. What 
should matter is that a large portion of the population 
is offended by the name. He is hurting his team, and 
his business, by sticking to the antiquated moniker. 

Some would argue that “Redskins” are a football 
tradition. There are youth league teams that go by 
the name, and there is a lot of history associated with 
the NFL franchise. Some would say that the 
Redskins were an acceptable team name for decades, 
and that people today are just too sensitive. That’s 
not really the case though. Society’s standards of 
appropriateness are always evolving. The Cleveland 
Indians baseball team has quietly moved away from 
its well-known red-faced logo, opting for a more 
subdued “C” instead. St. John’s went by the Redmen 
up until 1994, and now they’re the Red Storm. I 
think, in my non-expert opinion, that Redskins is 
even more offensive than Redmen, but somehow it 
has outlasted its offensive peers by 20 years and 
counting. 

This subject should be of particular interest to our 
community because our school teams are known as 
the Indians and Lady Indians. Thankfully, Indians 
doesn’t carry with it the negative connotations of a 
objectionable nickname like the Redskins, but I’ve 
heard some people complain that once the ball starts 
rolling, eliminating slurs like the Redskins, even¬ 
tually even neutral monikers like Indians will be 
deemed inappropriate as well. To this I say, fine. 
Maybe 10 or 20 or 30 years from now Adair County 
will be pressured into changing its sports teams’ 
names. I can guarantee you that we won’t dig our 
heels in as stubbornly as Dan Snyder. If societal 
norms dictate that something that didn’t used to be 
offensive now is, then so be it. Adapt and move on. 

I have always been puzzled by the Indian name 
anyway. There aren’t many Native Americans 
around here to my knowledge. I know some people 
that claim to have some ancestors that were part 
Indian, and I’ve been told that I might as well, but 
my point is that it’s not really part of Adair County’s 
culture, other than the sports teams’ names. I’d 
equate it to us being called the Adair County 
Fighting Irish. Sure, it might not be offensive, but it 
doesn’t really make much sense, either.

Robert C. Eubank and 
the Eubank Spring- 

A very brief history of the Eubank Spring. This spring, one of the 
first mentioned in early records of Columbia’s several natural 
springs, was located until modem times on the old Eubank property 
at the bottom of Jamestown Street, on the left of the road as you 
enter town toward the Public Square. The site is now covered over, 
but the stone spring house, which dated to the early 1800s, was 
disassembled and moved to the Trabue-Russell House, across the 
street. Though not reassembled, the stones survive. 

This spring house was upon the same tract of land on which the 
William Worley tavern was situated. Worley operated a tavern- 
hotel of that time-on this site as early as the time 1801. The first 
court of known location was held in a double-log cabin in 1803 and 
most certainly this tavern building. 

Later this building, still operated as a tavern, was conducted by 
William Diddle, who purchased a tract of land in this part of town 
in 1807. In later years this home was owned by Schuyler Neat and 
more recently by E.B. “Ebb” Morrison. The house, the oldest in 
Columbia, was tom away some years ago. 

The following is an article that appeared in the Adair County 
News on 22 August 1900, which gives some information on the 
Eubank spring and the Eubank house: 

“Mr. R.C. Eubank, this city, will be sixty-eight years old in next 
month (August 1900). He is living in the house in which he was 
bom. He has never lived anywhere else, and has no intention of 
ever leaving the location of his birth. His family room was the one 
in which he first saw the light of day, his special apartment since his 
marriage, about forty-five years ago. This room was plastered in the 
day of honesty, ninety-odd years ago, and at this time remains in 
perfect order, not a piece having fallen off, and looks as though it 
had not been on the ceiling but a few years. 

“In olden times there was a deer lick near his spring, and it was 
given out by the first settlers of this country, and the information 
retained by succeeding generations, that many deer were killed at 
this place, and the spring was a camping point for Indians and the 
first hunters of this country. The stone spring house was built after 
the country was settled, more than one hundred years ago. It is now 
in a perfect state of preservation. 

“The spring is a bold stream and Mr. Eubank says it will furnish 
water for a hundred more years if the water does not run away. He 
is not expecting to be here when it runs dry, but as long as he lives 


he will keep up his adopted custom of visiting it every morning, 
and, lifting a goblet, passing it to a friend, say: “This is sparkling 
water, the beverage prepared by God himself to nourish and to 
invigorate His creatures and to beautify their footstool; and as thus 
you see its countless drops unite and blend in one, so may we as 
one unruffled stream blot out the stains of black intemperance.” 
There is not a more jovial man in Adair County than Mr. Eubank 
and his friends are numerous.” 

And a note upon the death of Mr. Robert C. “Bob” Eubank, from 
the News, 20 July 1904: “A Sudden and Sad Death-This (Tuesday) 
morning, Mr. R.C. Eubank, one of the best known citizens of Adair 
County, and a resident of Columbia all his life, met with a stroke of 
apoplexy following sunstroke, and in less than two hours passed 
away, surrounded by all his family, excepting Miss Julia, who is in 
Hopkinsville, and his son-in-law, Mr. J.H. Judd, who is in Lebanon. 
Mr. Eubank had been on the decline for some time, but able to be 
about, hence his death was a terrible flow to his family and a great 
surprise to everybody in Columbia. The deceased would have been 
72 years old in October, and was bom and reared in the house 
where he died-at no time had he ever lived in any other dwelling, 
and perhaps passed away in the room where he first saw the light of 
day. 

“Bob Eubank was a jovial, kind-hearted man, always ready to 
divide with a neighbor, and often doing without comforts in order to 
accommodate a friend. For years he kept an open house and no 
lonely, stranded traveler was ever turned from his door-always in 
sympathy with the unfortunate, giving the poor wayfarer bed and 
board as cheerfully as he would had he money with which to pay. 
He was one of Columbia’s landmarks and will not only be missed 
by his family, but by all the citizens of the place. 

“Mr. Eubank was a member of the Baptist Church and had been 
for years. The funeral services will be conducted by the pastor, Rev. 
JP. Scruggs, but will not be held until his daughter arrives from 
Hopkinsville. The deceased leaves a wife, four daughters, two sons, 
and to the writer’s knowledge, two brothers. May God comfort 
them all in this trying hour.” 

- Robert C. Eubank, bom 17 September 1832, died 19 July 1904, 
buried Columbia City Cemetery.

county. 

The only two votes against 
the measure came from District 
2’s Daryl Flatt and District 7’s 
Billy Rowe, who represent the 
county’s two smallest districts, 
according to road mileage. 

“Since this is out, I’m going 
to fight for what I can get [for 
my district],” Flatt said. “I don’t 
have a problem with leaving the 
two roads on though.” 

Rowe was not pleased with 
the decision, as he explained his 
role in obtaining the money, 
saying he drove to Frankfort to 
help secure the funds and made 
many phone calls to ensure that 
Adair County was awarded the 
discretionary money. 

“I think I worked as hard as 
anybody to get this money and 


I’m going to come out with 
$28,000,” Rowe said. “If that’s 
fair, I don’t know how it is.” 

County Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton presented the Court with 
three options at the start of the 
meeting, saying that there were 
no other fair possibilities. 
Melton stopped short of offering 
a recommendation, however, 
leaving the decision to the 
magistrates. 

“I’m neutral,” Melton said. 
“I’ll do whatever, it’s [the 
Court’s] decision.” 

One option was to scrap the 
two approved roads and divide 
the money evenly, which would 
come to about $55,000 per 
district. Another option, the one 
Flatt and Rowe favored, was to 
leave the two roads on the 


docket and divide the rest of the 
money evenly, which would 
have given each district 
$37,000. The last option, which 
the Court eventually went with, 
was to set aside funding for 
Piercy Road and Bennett Ridge, 
and divide the rest according to 
mileage. 

Magistrate Joe Rogers, who 
represents District 6, the largest 
in the county, said that he hoped 
the approved measure sets a 
precedent for future 
appropriations, as bigger 
districts require more money to 
maintain their roads. 

District 4 magistrate Perry 
Reeder moved to go with the 
option that eventually passed, 
with a second from Harold 
Burton and 5-2 vote in the 


affirmative. 

Reeder, whose district is the 
third largest in the county, will 
receive $65,000 from the funds. 
He said that dividing by mileage 
was the fairest way to distribute 
the money and echoed Rogers’ 
wish that money continue to be 
divided that way in the future. 

All magistrates were present 
for the meeting, as was state 
Rep. Bam Carney, who 
originally presented the funds to 
the Court in early September. 
Some of the roads for which 
Carney acquired funding did not 
meet state inspection though, 
and both he and Melton agreed 
that the Fiscal Court should 
decide how it should be spent 
instead.

Livestock Losses Due 
To Black Vultures 

Livestock farmers in Adair County have lost animals to 
Black Vultures in recent years. Unlike the common Turkey 
Vulture, Black Vultures are known to prey upon live newborn 
calves and mature cows in distress or during the calving 
process. Economic losses due to Black Vultures can be 
devastative to a herd and controlling them can be difficult. 

Black Vultures are native to the southeastern United States 
and span to South America, however it seems their span has 
reached further north in recent years. Black Vultures have a 
dark (greyish/black) head in contrast to the common Turkey 
Vulture which has a red head. Black Vultures also have white 
patches on the underside of their wings. 

Black Vultures are federally protected under the migratory 
bird treaty act of 1918 and later conventions with both 
Canada and Mexico. In the United States, it is illegal to kill a 
Black Vulture and is punishable by fine up to $15,000 and six 
months of prison.

utilize tactics to harass Black Vultures including propane 
canons, shell crackers fired from shotguns, or pyrotechnics. 
An assortment of distress calls and roosting deterrents are 
also commercially available to deter Black Vultures. 
Livestock owners should take efforts to make sure dead 
livestock are disposed of properly in a quick manner to not 
attract Black Vultures. Afterbirth from livestock will also 
attract Black Vultures and should be disposed of quickly 
when possible. 

If problems with Black Vultures persist, livestock 
producers may apply for a special permit for lethal control 
methods. Applications may be made by contacting the 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife Services or USDA APHIS. The 
application process consists of providing a narrative of losses 
incurred by Black Vultures and a $100 processing fee. If 
approved, the permit must be carried by the livestock 
producer while conducting activities. The permit will also 
specify in what manner and how many Black Vultures may 
be taken. Permits may also specify that dead vultures be hung 
from trees in which vultures have been roosting to serve as a 
deterrent.

After winning three-straight contests against their adjoining 
county rival from 2002-2004, the Indians carried a nine-game 
losing streak to the recently dominant Russell County Lakers into 
last Friday night’s showdown for the Rolling Wave Trophy.

firm, forcing a fourth and six attempt that was blown up by Jeremy

After a regular season in which both the Indians and Lady 
Indians faced and often overcame their own hurdles and 
difficulties, both squads traveled to participate in regional 
competition earlier this week. Both teams turned in solid 
performances, and Indian Golf senior Riley Grant finished tied for 
third individually on Tuesday to qualify for the state tournament.

With only two members this season, the squad was not 
eligible to compete as a team, but freshmen Hailey Taylor and 
Lauren McQuaide turned in another set of promising performances. 

Taylor shot a personal tournament best round of 91 on Monday, 
while McQuaide battled her way to a 108 that her coach admitted 
was better than the scorecard would indicate. 

“McQuaide was a little frustrated and rightfully so,” Lady Indian 
Head Coach Lauren Willis said Monday evening. “She had a couple 
bad holes that really caused her score to be higher than it should 
have been, but she hit the ball so much better than she scored. 

“Hailey shot a personal tournament best and flirted with breaking

If you still can’t pinpoint Weis, he’s a football coach that 
enjoyed a stretch of success, most notably as the offensive 
coordinator for the New England Patriots’ Super Bowl run 
from 2000-2004 and then as the man who brought Notre Dame 
football back to national prominence and then mediocrity as 
their head coach from 2005-2009. 

Weis was fired this weekend from his job as the head coach 
of the University of Kansas. Four games into his third season, 
the Jayhawks fired Weis for what they called “lack of on-field 
progress,” which is a great way to say that they were terrible 
when he took the job and lost to an awful Texas squad 23-0 this 
weekend. 

Before Kansas, Weis somehow managed to fail as the offen¬ 
sive coordinator at Florida, and coupled with his meteoric rise 
and fall at Notre Dame, it looks as though his days of being 
trusted with collegiate programs are over. 

But why did it take so long? Why, in the seemingly heartless 
nature of competitive sports, namely the most heartless and 
competitive of them all—big time college and professional 
football and basketball—do we grant the coaches such a long 
leash? Why do they get to draw an extra year or two worth of 
checks when they clearly aren’t getting the job done? 

That luxury and patience isn’t one extended to the players. In 
fact, it’s usually the head coach that pulls the proverbial trigger 
on guys who don’t perform on the field or court, or who make 
mistakes off of it. If not the coaching staff exclusively, general 
managers, owners, athletic directors and other men in suits are 
almost never shy about cutting ties with someone who can’t 
help them while wearing a jersey anymore. 

Let’s look at a local example. Take the Louisville Cardinals. 
While Rick Pitino’s tenure at the school has yielded fantastic 
results overall, the 2010 and 2011 seasons were marked by 
embarrassing losses in the first round of the NCAA 
Tournament. Coupled with the 
publicity from the Karen 
Sypher fiasco in 2009, that 
difficult span between 
stretches of elite results could 
have cost him his job. 

That same school just hired 
coaching pariah Bobby 
Petrino for his second stint at 
the school, despite his repu¬ 
tation for leaving programs 
overnight and his public trans¬ 
gressions with a coed during 
his tenure at Arkansas, for 
which he was fired as head 
coach. 

Meanwhile, less-than-stellar 
players like Jared Swopshire 
and Stephan Van Treese were 
“granted releases” or “encour¬ 
aged to transfer” when then- 
high school senior Montrezl 
Harrell wanted to enroll at 
Louisville to free up the nec¬ 
essary scholarship for the 
future Cardinal star. 

That isn’t to single out 
Louisville. As I’ve written 
before, teams continue to hire 
Lane Kiffin. Billy Gillispie 
was hired to coach basketball 
again after proving to be a 
drunken lunatic at Kentucky. 

Indiana hired Kelvin Sampson 
fresh off of violations at 
Oklahoma. These are major 


names, at major programs, being forgiven of their past failures 
and misdeeds and rewarded with fresh, often wasted chances 
and lucrative contracts. 

But the same doesn’t apply to players. The aforementioned 
Cards aren’t the only ones to be sent elsewhere by Pitino, and 
nearly every major college coach purges the roster of underper¬ 
formers that were recruited by the previous regime when he 
takes the reigns of the program. 

In the pros, longtime team contributors are pushed aside at 
the end of their careers, either by way of not having their con¬ 
tract extended or oftentimes being outright cut when their per¬ 
formance no longer matches their paycheck. And we see it as 
wise. The player repeats the “it’s a business” robo-line and 
moves on to, hopefully, a new team. 

If they’re fortunate enough to remain on the team, a former 
all-star can quickly find himself relegated to mop-up duty, or, 
at the very least, showers of boos from his home fans in favor 
of whoever is unproven backup may be. 

Even former team and media darlings like Robert Griffin III 
are not impervious to the phenomenon. After leading 
Washington to the playoffs and back from the brink of irrele¬ 
vancy in an opening campaign that saw him best Andrew Luck 
for Offensive Rookie of the Year honors, Griffin was injured in 
Washington’s post-season matchup and hasn’t looked like him¬ 
self since. 

His job was in question, both in the media and apparently in 
the locker room, and some fans even rejoiced when Griffin’s 
injury early this season opened the door for promising backup 
Kirk Cousins. Cousins played atrociously in a stomping last 
Thursday night at the hands of the Giants, where another 
coach-who-is-still-hanging-on and QB-who-has-fallen-from- 
grace, Tom Coughlin and Eli Manning looked to right the ship. 

There is no rhyme or reason, no method to the madness. 
Coaches have incredible equity, whether it is Mack Brown at 
Texas, Coughlin with the Giants, or even Tubby Smith at 
Kentucky. Meanwhile, Peyton Manning was expendable to the 
same Colts team he had carried for more than a decade follow¬ 
ing a career-threatening neck injury. 

I have no answer, either. Theories, like the impersonal nature 
of a roster that includes dozens of players compared to a hand¬ 
ful of coaches the owner hired himself, the ability of the 
coaches to speak with GMs and owners to defend themselves 
and their vision going forward, and differences between small 
salary cap hits for cut players and massive buyout clauses for 
fired coaches could all have merit. 

But if I were forced to guess, I think that maybe this short 
leash coaches have for players is a method of building their 
own safety net. A coach can get an extra year to turn things 
around if he benches all of the players who are losing and shuf¬ 
fles the blame their way. It’s the ultimate passing of the buck, 
but even if the benching is warranted in some or many cases, 
the one-way street of loyalty is disgusting. After all, it’s the rea¬ 
son this column is about Charlie Weis and not Tim Tebow.

Korey 
Hundley 

Our ACHS Fall Sport 
Senior Spotlights continue this 
week with three senior mem¬ 
bers of the Indian Golf 
Program.

“The best memories have to be ah the times when we are getting 
ready for a match or tournament and all the other teams are being 
very serious and quiet,” he explains. “But our team is having fun and 
making each other laugh, getting relaxed for our upcoming round.

Korey says that his time with ACHS Golf, and with the sport in 
general, has taught him the importance of a positive attitude. 

“That’s one of the biggest life lessons I’ve learned playing golf,” 
he says.

After graduation, Korey plans to attend college and pursue a 
career in law enforcement, becoming a local police officer or maybe 
even a state trooper.

As a golfer since childhood, Riley sees aspects of the game that 
he says people who have never played may be unable to see.

The slightest mistake can cause huge error, and that applies to the 
mental and physical aspects of the game.” 

Even with the rigors of golf, Riley says that he and his teammates 
have achieved some great things and made some wonderful memo¬ 
ries, but that none top a trip to the state tournament during his eighth 
grade season. 

“It was the first time in our program’s history, and I’ll never for¬ 
get the overwhelming joy and relief that came along with it,” he 
recalls. “We fought so hard all season and particularly on that day, 
and to have it happen on our home course made it even more spe¬ 
cial.” 

With such a love for golf and a lifelong pursuit of improvement, 
Riley’s answer to what golf has taught him is surprising. 

“Golf has essentially been my life for the past 10 years,” he 
begins. “If there’s one thing that I’ve taken from it ah, it’s that you 
have to realize it’s just a game. It’s way too easy to get wrapped up 
in that and forget what your true priorities should be.

Tanner says that his 
favorite off-course memories are the team celebrations at teammate 
Riley Grant’s house. 

“We all to to Riley’s to celebrate,” he explains. “We all play 
basketball and ping pong together.” 

After graduation, Tanner plans to attend Lindsey Wilson College, 
where he will play competitively for the Blue Raiders Golf team.
